Itshould not bo forgotten that the 
democracy of this year had, as they hive 
tad for many years, an uneven 
ficht.

The muider of Josie Langmaid near 
this village on Monday last, has stirred 
the community to its profoundest depths. 
Tte Northwood tragedy several years 
ago, for which the brutal Evans was 
hung, was accounted one of those tick- 
ening, unusual crimes which da» not hap- 
pec oftener than once a century, This 
Pembroke outrage and murder, similar 
in some of its details, is even more rc- 
volting. 

Suncook is a manufacturing village in 
the township of Pembroke, on the road 
that leads from Concord to Manchester, 
and about seven miles south of the state 
capital. James F. Langmaid, a well-to- 
do farmer, and one of the prominent 
men of the town, lives aout amile anda 
half to the eastward of Suncook village. 
Everything around his house and large 
barns speak of prosperity and thrift. 
The house is situated on a hill, is shad- 
owed by a noble elm, and all around is 
epread a glorious landscape. 

This was the pleasant home of Josie 
Langmaid, the farmer’s eldest daughter. 
She would have been eighteen had she 
lived until November. Her personal ap- 
pearance. She was a plump blonde, 
with light brown hair and blue eyes, 
modest in dress and demeanor, and with 
so sweeta disposition and such winning 
ways that everybody in the neighborhood 
loved her. Even the village gussips with 
the sharpest of eyes and the quickest of 
ears, could find nothing in her quiet life 
upon which to base a charge or insinua- 
tion. She belonged to the Methodist 
church at Suncook, and was active in the 
Sunday-school. Josie’s bright face was 
familiar to many peop!e in Concord, 
woither she used to drive with her 
younger brother Waldo when he carried 
milk to town, 

JOSIE AS A SCI{OOL GIRL. 

Josie and Waldo both attended school 
at Pembroke academy, a mile and a halt 
from her home. The girl was a member 
of the class which graduates next June. 
The principal of the academy speaks 
highly of her scholarship; ber sunny, un- 
assuming nature made her the iriend of 
every one of her school mates. In short, 
the youth of Josie Langmaid gave prom 
ise of admirable womanhood. 

Last Monday morning Waldo started 
for school at eight o’clock, carrving his 
own aud hissister’s luncheon, They were 
not in the habit of returning bome uatii 
after the afternoon session, Twenty mir- 
uteslater Josie, with au algebra under her 
arm and a large apple ia. ber hand, said 
good bye to her mother, kissed her two 
buby sisters, and started forth in the 
bright sunshine to begin the studies of 
the week. 

For balf a mile or more her course Jay 
along the open road, by the farm houses 
of Mr. Langmaid’s neighbors. The gir! 
stopped a moment at one of these houses 
and was seen by the inmates of others as 
she passed. ‘The last house on the road 
is that of Nicholas Harttord, within balt 
amile of the academy. Mr. Hartford 
looked up from his work as the gir! 

walked briskly by, and saw her tossing 
her apple into the air and catehing it us 
she went. 

Josie chen turned into 4 stretch of the 
road lyingthrough woods so thick that 
they would be gloomy were it not for 
their autumnal colors, She pas-ed el- 
most through these, and arrived at the 
foot of astecp hill Had! she surmount 
ed this bill she would bave been in full 
sight of the academy building, and with. 
in a thousand feet of its doors. 

THE MURDER. 

At t is point a man must have stepped 
out of tbe thicket and confronted her. 

| What words passed between the two may 
never be known; of his deeds the ead 
evidence is only tvo plain. 

The man carried a stout club of red 
oak. It wasa yard long, square cor- 
nered, an ipch and a half thick, and had 
been recently cut and broken from some 
piece intended for the rung of ahay rack 
or of amanger. At one end the corners 
had been freshly whittled away to form 
a rude handle, with this weapon the mur- 
derer aimed a cruel Llow at the head of 
the girl. She threw up oze hand and 
cauxht the weight of the stroke, which 
broke ber thumb and three of the smail 
bones of the palm. Twice more he 
struck, first upon one side of ber head 
and then upon the other. The last blow 
broke the ihick club, and must have 


nobody 
Drew.” 

A rumorihat Drew, who had cnce 
worked for Mr. Lapgmaid, was kaown 
to have made insulting proposals to Josie, 
who bad promptiy rejected them and 
threatened to inform her father of the in- 
sult, followed by another rumor that the 
heel of a gaiter boot belonging to Drew's 
wife and sometimes worn by him corre- 
sponded to the print upon the murdered 
girl’s cheek, was enough to convince the 
few that still doubted. Constable Hil- 
dreth constrained by the overwhelming 
public sentiment, started out to arrest 
the only man whom the people of Sua- 
cook deemed wicked enough to have 
committed the murder. 

Mr. Hildreth found Drew on the road 
walking toward Hooksett,a few miles 
out of town. The officer captured 
him and brought him back to 
Suncook handcuffed. The excitement 
of the village people had meanwhile in- 
creased to violence. A mob filled the 
streets around the lobby, as the brick 
jail withtwo cells is called, waiting the 
urrival of the prisoner and prepared to 
take the law into its own hands, 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


The officer drove his horse af a gallop 
through the crowd and up tal the lock- 
up. ‘The peopleshouted, “Lynch him ! 
lyoch him?” ‘Tear bis heart/out,” “Let 
us get hold of him once,” ghd made a 
rush fcr the frightened prover Had 
he fallen isto their hands @t that mo- 
ment he would have been jtora jiterally 
to pieces.

The Recent Dalton Affair—W hat an 
Eminent Chemist Thinks About 
1t—Communication from Col. 
Rains of Augusta.

Pleasant A. Stovall, Esq., Local Editor 
Athens Daily Georgian: Dear Sir—1 re- 
ceived your letter of the 8th inst., yes- 
terday, in which you céiire to have my 
views in relation to the recent poisoning 
at the wedding party at Dalton. 

It appears by the articles in the news- 
papers, that the poisoning was through 
the ice cream which had been flavored 
by the essential oil of bitter almonds, or 
by peach leaves. It is evidently not 
known generally in the community, that 
eitner of these flavors is highly poison- 
ous if used in undue amounts, and al- 
though a sufficient quantity may be em- 
ployed as a flavor without being pOison- 
ous, it manifestly is a bazardous matter 
to use apy article of fluvuring in the 
household, which may, if improperly 
employed, produce fatal effect. 

There are two kinds of oil extracted 
from the bitter almond; one a fixed oil, 
which when the kernels arecold pressed, 
is inpoxious like that of the ordinary 
swect almond; the other is an essential or 
volatile oil, having the peculiar odor and 
taste which are well known, and which 
is used for flavors and perfumes. This 
poisonous oil does not exist in the ker- 
nels ready formed, but is deve:oped 
through the action of water on one of the 
constituents called Amydalin. 

The poiwon thus chemicaliy developed, 
is mainly prussic acid, the most tormida- 
ble of all known poisons in the rapidity 
of its action; it has the odor of peach 
blossoms, and thus is readily recognized. 
The kernels of the peach, plum and cher- 
ry, and the leaves of the peach and lau- 
rel, also yield this highly poisonous vola- 
tile acid. But the bitter almond oil 
even when purified from this acid, is 
still poisonous, butina much less de- 
rree. 

. An artificial almond oul, or almond es- 
sence, (nitru-Benzole) is manufactured 
by the chemist having the same odor 
and flavor in a strong degree, which is 
largely employed for perfumery and Ccus- 
metics. The use of this artificial. product 
has left real bitter almond oil almost en - 
tirely for flavors, its taste being held su 
perior; the artificial oil is much less poi- 
sonous, still its use as a flavor is objec— 
tionable, as well as the so called apple 
and pea oils or essences, which are also 
manufactured in the chemists labora- 


. 
Prussic acid, (hydro-cyanic)the main 
poisonous agent in the oil of almonds 
and peach leaves, as has already been 
stated, has long been known for its ex- 
treme fatal as and small amounts 
required to cause death; even the vapor 
or concentrated odor inhaled, is said to 
have resulted fatally. Death may result 
im two minutes, and like the effectaof 
lightning, the person ip genetal either 
dies speedily, or recovers altogether.
